Yet there are not at many undeserving 
appiioationa aa one would at first sup- 
pose. For instance, we 1m ve just received 
a card from a family living on Erieatreet, 
saying they are in destitute circum- 
stances. 
Upon iiivfttigation w« 


taiued that they lire in a very comfort- 
able new cottage, keep a -boarder, and 
the husband is an able-bodied mnn,whofte 
chief fault is bin laziness and intemper- 


ice. Such oaaea we do not help." 
"It is a significant fuel," interposed 


Mr, Aug. Laukenaa, the deputy trustee, 
that a large majority of our coaea are 
those of deserted wives. There are very 
few men upon our lists and, with few 
exceptions, these are all cripples or very 
aged peraonB." 


"What is the allowance you generally 


make to thoae who apply for aid?" 


"That depends entirely upon the in- 


capacity for labor of the applicants. In 
a few cases aa much OB 85 or SO a month. 
This ia for old couple* or badly crippled 
or very mck persona. Generally 82 or 83 
or even 81 a month. Then there are 
those who only apply once. These are 
served with an order for wood or grocer- 


or a physician, jo»t aa they want at 


the time.

tion of the city's poor the reporter ac- 
companied Mr. Lankenan in his nannl 
ronnda. What was aeep in the office waa 
mthelic enough, bat a visit to the poor 
quarters of the city presented

Thoae portion! of the city known att 


Freiichtown and Irish town aremoat pro- 
linoofpaQperism, though there » no 
section bnt which calls forth sympathy. 


In a large frame ho~se on the corner 


of Washington aud Lafayette streets, 
containing seven or eight rooms, includ- 
ing the basement, which IB only a oellar 
with a loose board floor, there reside 
that many f-.miliee, one to «ach room, 
nearly all of whom receive aid from the 
township. When tbe reporter and town- 
ship official called several women were in 
the yard piling up the monthly allow- 
ance of wood. 
In a front zoom on the 


second floor Mrs. Leiaing, a deserted 
wife, and her deformed child live. The 
room was tarnished with an old cooking 
stove, a few wooden choirs, a table and 
a bed. Ber scanty stock of wood was 
piled up in the corner. 
A few cooking 


usOs and dishes completed the furni- 


ture.

Tlic-y were making* maca- 
roni when, by mistake, tbo reporter en- 
tered tbeir room. An old womira here 
gets $2 a month from tbe towiwhtp aud 
pnys tiii» out for tbe rent of her room. 
8!ie make* atom 81 a week by doing 
foundry work aud nauagoB to live ou 
this amount

frame "bftuty on Duck alley, overlooking 
tbe river. The room is 10x13, aud cou- 
taiiiH two chair*, a bed, a stove and a 
table.

years of age and a paralytic. Recently 
he underwent a severe surgical oiwraUon 
at the hospital and ia now anflVriug in- 
tensely from its effect.

Tbo room wan 
scrupulously clean and had an air of 
cheerfulueas. They receive an allowance 
of 80 a mouth from tbe townsbipaad ont 
of this sum pity rent and buy what fool 
they eat. When visited they were eating 
adinner of bread, water and npjile butter. 
Their diet consists of such food con- 
stantly, varied once in » while by a few 
cheap \cgetables.

"treat who is nearly dead with cousiimp- 
tloti, whose wife recently died and left 
a bnlw three mouths old and tlm-e other 
children all uuder ten years of age. He 
is too ill to work and the towtishlp had to 
supply bun with food to keep bim from 
starving. 


There is a deserted wife on Dnryea 


street who for weeks has been on theverge 
of starvation and who was too nrond to 
ask i or aul until she had pawned every- 
thing in her house but two chaiia, a bed, 
a table aud a stove. 
Two starving chil- 


dren are dependent upon ber. 


Four miles west of the city, in a dark 


woods, theni stands an old log cabin 
rapidly going to decay. 
Here lives an 


*gt>d couple. Tbo man ia utterly unable 
to labor, as he constantly suffers from a 
severe hernia. 


In Frenchtown there aro nearly thirty 


families who live in a room each. Many 
of them are widows wlrae husbands were 
killed upon the railroad aud who are sur- 
rounded fay hungry children whom they 
must support

Trustee OafTuey and bis able assistant,

one could do better, but to give the aid 
required by the poor of the city would 
require a sum startling in its magnitude.
